'A'heu he arrived in 
Japan, he was a stalwart, powerful fel- 
low, and tiriuiilly raino nnr uppermost 
wlien he wrestled with sin. He* was liv- 
ing in Kanagawa when he endeavored 
to impress upon the people of that place 
the propriety of Sabbath observance. 
The Japanese have no Sunday. They 
have no fixed day of re.st. Their holi- 
days are numerous, and worship contin- 
uous without interruption in the tem- 
ples. There is no particular time for 
preaching, and it is always proper to 
pray. 
Therefore every native works- 


seven days in the week. Brother Qobel 
admonished the people of the siufnlnes.s 
of Sabbath breaking, but he was nimble 
to convince rhem, and ir griovod his 
heart. 


Passing from his home to his place of 


preaching one Sunday he found a dozen 
men or more engaged in building a 
house. He stopped to talk with them 
and entreated them to cense their sinful 
labor. They refused to do so. He order- 
•d them to stup, and they dec-lined. 
Then, seizing a heavy bamboo pole, he 
•mute them hip and thigh. Several were 
aid out senseless, and' the nest, inorn- 
ug Brother Jonathan was a prisoner bo- 
'ore tlie consul general, charged with 
nggravated assault aud Lattery. This 
•use appears as one of the first in the 
records of the United States consulate, 
md is set forth with amusing details. 
The missionary pleaded "guilty, with 
trungprovocation,'1 and was put under 


Mr. Gobel afterward built himself a 


modem house on what is known as the 
Bluff, south of Yokohama, and sur- 
rounded his grounds with the first fence 
that was ever built iu this part of the 
world. It was made of bamboo palings, 
aud the boys in the neighborhood used 
to annoy the good missionary greatly bv 
rattling sticks against it as they ran 
along the street. The British admiral 
lived just above him ana had a very 
Hatty Tommy Atkins for an orderly.

soiled, 21.J bushels. Oats sown on lam. 
which had raised two crops of com sinci 
subsoiling yielded 4-1 i j bushels per acre 
on land which had raised two crops n. 
corn since subsoiling. 3<i'4 bushels; on 
land not snbsoiled, 17 bushels per acre. 
From this experience in subsoiling it is 
made to apjiear that if t!:; re is a fail 
amount of 'Moisture in the soil, hit 
winds are not necessarily fatal to a eon 
crop. 


A Kansas farmer, writing from Ma- 


rion county to American Agriculturist, 
Kays:_ Taking all the difficulties uf ii 
rigatinn into account the most piactical 
remvdy against droughty seasons is sub- 
soiling. Then: are few if any .seas 
wlu'ti gtx'id crops ci:nld not be raised if 
tho natural rainfall could borenunrd by 
Kubs.oiling. It has many advantages over 
irrigation. A few acres can be treated 
each year uiuil the whole farm has 
U en gone over. No expensive apparatus 
IS liee.U-.i.

Each 'rikinha man has hit 
name and cumber upon his hat and hin 
lantern. He is registered at police head- 
quarters and pays a small tax to tho 
government. Those that are attached to 
tbe tourist*' hotels are required to pay 
4 iroall percentage for the-privilege, as 
they get more patronage and many fees 
that do not fall to the lot of the ordinary 
man on tbe street.—Tokyo Letter in 
Chicago Record.

in the cream intentionally by the butter 
maker, but are there at the outset when 
the cream is set for ripening. The ob- 
ject of the ripening also is slightly dif- 
ferent. It is not intended to produce al- 
cohol, but rather to give rise to a cer- 
tain amount of lactic acid which hastens 
churning and gives a greater yield from 
the cream, and, more important still, to 
give rise to certain series of decomposi- 
tion products which have a very deli- 
cate aroma and taste, and which im- 
pregnate the butter, giving to it tbe pe- 
culiar desirable taste of a first class 
product." 


As to what No. 4! will do, parties 


larly what it will not do, the professor 
writes: 


"Bacillus No. 41 will not affect the 


grain of the butter; it will not affect 
the amount of the bntter. 
It does not 


greatly affect the aroma of the butter 
that is, the products that appeal to the 
nose—and while butter made by its use 
does have a pleasant aroma it is not 
commonly a very prominent one. Wheu 
tesled by the nose only, the butter, there- 
fore, is not rated at its full value. Nor 
will Bacillus No. 41 make first class 
bntter out of third class cream. 
With 


the use of this culture, as without it, it 
is necessary that care should be takei 
by the bntter maker and the milk pro 
ducer to have good cream. But the goor 
effects of the culture are several. Firs 
and foremost, it does improve the fla 
vor. This effect is first seen iu the 
cream.' When two lots of cream frcii 
the same gathering are placed side b 
side, oue inoculated with Bacillus No 
41 and the other not, and allowed u 
ripen together, the following differences 
will be seen : The ordinary cream wil 
in a normal manner sour and thicken. 
The inoculated cream will not become 
so scnr nor so thick, but will acqure _ 
rich, pleasant flavor. Both will be acid, 
but the one will commonly have a thin! 
sour taste, ami the other a rich flavor! 
besides the acid taste. If the ripening i* 
continued longer, the effect is still more 
noticeable. The normal cream becomes 
thicker and sourer aud

The only euccessfnl way to grow pork 


is to keep pigs in thrifty growing con 
dition from birth. This does not mean 
that they shall be fattened, for the kind 
of food given them ought not to be 
largely fat producing. But they will be 
always ready with a little extra feed- 
ing to make the very best of pork. Such 
pigs hardly need any extra preparation 
for heavy grain feeding, for their whole 
life has been go regular that their di- 
gestive organs will oe ready for any- 
thing. Still it is well before beginning 
to feed corn heavily to give the pigs a 
fnli diet of some food that will distend 
but not overload the stomach. 
What is 


wai«ed is some fruit or vegetable that 
will digest easily. The old plan of boil- 
ing apples, small potatoes and pump 
kina, mixing iu with this some fine 
wheat middlings, makes an excellent 
diet. 
If some cornnieal is added and 


tho cornnical gradually increased, the 
hogs may be fattened into the best and 
•weetest pork on this ration. Such pork 
will hav» no fover in it, for there WHS 
no fever from indigestion in the animal 
that was fed with it. 
This is what 


make* very fat com fed pork so difficult 
of digestion by people whose stomachs 
are not strong.—Montreal Herald.

in the case of the herbivorous creatures, 
corresponds not inexactly with that oi 
such tribes as the Somalis, men feeding 
almost solely on grain, milk, dates and 
water, living constantly iu the open air, 
moderate in all things aud cleanly, be- 
cause their religion enjoins constant 
ablutions. 
Like them, wild animals 


have no induced diseases. The greater 
number do not eat to excess. They take 
regular exercise in seeking their food 
and drink only at lixed hours. Many of 
them secure change of climate, one of 
the greatest factors in health, by mi- 
gration. 


This is not confined to birds and 


beasts, for the salmon enters the soft 
water partly to get rid of sea parasites 
and returns to the sea to recruit after 
spawning. 
With change of climate, 


change of diet and perfectly healthy 
habits their list of disorders is short, 
though they readily fall victims to con- 
tagious disease jnst as recently numbers 
of the Hamran Arabs of the Sudan, as 
healthy livers and good Mussulmans as 
tho Somali s themselves, friends and fel- 
low hnnters with Sir Samuel Baker, 
perished of contagious fever on tho 
bank* of the Nile tributaries.—London
